This critic 
spent the evening on the edge of his chair, watching this 
excellent musical comedy unfold. 












Off to see the Wizard—Justin(Mark Hennen);Alfalfa(Jim James);Dorothy 
(Susi Little);Lionel{Skip Alderman) and Toto(Mike Wanzie) 
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From the moment that Dorothy - played by Susi Little 
(Fort Wilderness Merchandise) - and Toto- superbly represented 
by Mike Wanzie (Contemporary Foods) - first found themselves 
up-rooted from their home in California, | was bombarded by 
music, comedy and color. Their ensuing encounters with 
Glinda the Good Witch (Helen Hawk - CRO) and the Wicked 
Witch (Judy Flanagan - Adventureland Operations) are nothing 
short of frighteningly funny. Miss Flanagan’s performance of 
the Witch is absurdly terrifying. 

As Dorothy and Toto journey to the Fiberglass City to see 
the Wizard, they encounter three Diz supervisors - Alfalfa, 
Justin and Lionel - who bear an uncanny resemblance to a 
Scarecrow, a Tin Man and a Lion. These three are played by 
Jim James (University), Mark Hennen (Watercraft) and Skip 
Alderman (Fantasyland Operations) respectively. 
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Glinda(Helen Hawk} refuses one for the yellow brick road from the 
Wicked Witch(Judy Flanagan) and her cohorts (L—R;Bob Pengen- 
stadler,Larry Tripoli, Rick Bigelow,John Bazinet,Buster Branton and 
Ken Horn.) 
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After several strangely familiar experiences in the Land of 
Diz, our group finally meets the Wizard who grants them their 
wishes after they have taken care of the Wicked Witch in a 
rather spectacular manner. True to tradition, a guest appear- 
ance of Dick” (played by Martin Banks - Contemporary 
Room Service) solves everyone’s problems and leads everyone 
to the Grand Finale. 

Franz von Mann (Production Services) has excelled himself 
in this vivid interpretation of Jim James’s script. Ably en- 
hanced with choreography by Marita Orr (Entertainment) 
and sets by an artistic crew led by Richard Bassett (Characters) 
and Wilson Pontius (Production Services), the play is a cele- 
bration of the ridiculous.
